L iming W heat.— O ne or two days be­ 
fore Bowing, put the seed into a vat or 
box, then take strong brine, (such as is 
used for preserving m eat,) and heat it as 
hot as you can bear the hand in, for five 
seconds, and pour this over the wheat, 
stirring it the meantime with a scoop or 
shovel till the whole is completely w et; 
two or three quarts of brine is sufficient 
for a bushel of w heat; let it stand for a 
few hours ic drain, then spread it on the 
barn floor and sprinkle it over with fine 
slacked lim e; stir it and add lime until 
exe'y kernel appears white and dry : it is 
then fit for cow ing. 
It will only require 
about one bushel of lime to ten bushel* of 
wheat.
